Sales Tax to 
Be Hidden 


Bill Being Drafted 
to Revise Sales 
Tax System 


LITTLE nOCK-Rcvenuc CommL 


sioncr Joe Hardin said Monday that 
Revenue 
Department lawyers 
are 


drafting a bill revising the sales tax 
system. It would: 
Buse the t»x on gross sales, making 


it a "fixed charge" included in the 
retail price. Each merchant would 
remit his proper share of the tax, 
passed on to the consumer as a hid- 
den levy. 


Provide fur registration of all retail 


merchants, so that they could be 
authorized to buy goods wholesale 
for resale. 
Mr. Hardin said this 


should have a favorable effect on 
mortilo by placing everyone on an 
equal competitive basis. There would 
be no registration fee. 


Levy a two per cent use tax on ur- 


chases miicle outside the state for 
use or consumption in Arkansas. 
Imports of articles unavailable in 
Arkansas would not be taxes. It is 
estimated the use taxe would raise 
$500,000 a year. 


Re-enact a part of the present law 


authorizing 
the 
commissioner to 


start a sales lax token system. "We 
do not contemplate the use of tokens 
at present," said Mr. Hardin.

Persistent rumors that state or fed- 


eral road agencies were planning to 
construct a by-pass to carry through 
traffic on U. S. 67 around Hope by 
an alternate route were apparently 
spiked Tuesday. 


W. W. Mitchell, state director of 


highways, wrote R. P. Bowcn, secre- 
tary of Hope Chamber of Commerce: 


"Your letter of February 7 receiv- 


ed advising that you keep hearing 
rumors that the highway department 
plans to construct a road soulh of 
Hope as an alternate route for U. S. 
Highway 67. 


"With so much needed work lo be 


done in closing gaps on important 
highways of the state, I doubt if any 
consideration will be given lo build- 
ing 
by-passes 
for many years 
to 


come. 


"As stated before, we have no in- 


formation 
whatever 
regarding this 


matter.

Survey stakes were placed on an 


cast-west line south of Hope a year 
or two ago, and actual surveys are 
supposed to have been made for a 
U. S. G7 by-pass from time to time, 
but informed sources have said this 
could be no more than the routine 
operations of federal engineers look- 
ing many years ahead. 


The by-pass.. rumor was revived 


when eo'ristruction begun on the under- 
pass which lakes State No. 29 under 
the L. & A. railway south of Hope. 
The underpass is for a four-lane high- 
way, 
and would serve both State No. 


29 and the line of survey stakes that 
might possibly indicate a future by- 
pass for U. S. 67. 


However, construction of any un- 


derpass costing between 580,000 and 
590,000 would be presumed to be un- 
dertaken with an eye to highway 
needs many years in advance.

Passes Senate 


New Bill to Replace 
1939 Law is 
Introduced 
by Pilkinton 


LITTLE ROCK-M>)-A new pref- 


erential primary bill by Pilkinton of 
Hope to replace tine 1039 law which ex- 
pired following the election last Aug- 
ust was passed by the senate 28 to 1 
Tuesday without debate. 


The bill, carrying an emergency 


clause so it could appliy to spring 
elections in various cities, provides 
for the same kind of preferential or 
double primary system used by the 
state last year. 
The two elections 


would be held two weeks apart and 
Die law would expire after 1942. 


The county rural library ajd bill, 


by Wcisenbcrger of Hempstead, and 
others, squeezed through the house 
by a 52-to-14 vote after running into 
a half-hour floor fight. 


The measure 
would provide for 


transfer of $50,000 a year from 
the 


common school fund to aid in estab- 
lishing rural libraries. Such libraries 
already have been set up in 19 coun- 
ties from money borrowed each year 
from the common school fund. 


Proponents of the measure said the 


purpose of the bill was to give the 
State Library Commission a perman- 
ent source of income for expanding 
the rural library program. 


Van Dalsem of Perry and Autry of 


Mississippi opposed the measure on 
the ground it would divert monies 
from the common school fund. 


Passed 64 to 0 was a senate bill by 


Byrd of El Dorado awarding equip- 
ment trucking companies a lien on oil 
and gas wells and equipment for the 
hauling of such equipment. 


James of Craighcad introduced a 


bill to create a state aviation board 
to represent the state in promotion 
and development of airports.

Refunding Vote 
on Saturday 


Two Questions to 
Appear at Special 
Election 


On Saturday, February 
15n two 


consolidated elections will be held, 
one on a referendum of the new re- 
funding measure, and one on the 
question whether the refunding board 
shall proceed immediately with a sale 
of bonds. 


An approval of the refunding act 


by the legal voters of the state 
will not only enable the stale lo 
refund $137,000,000, of highway obli- 
galions al a greatly reduced interest 
rate, but 'it will release enormous 
hifejfcay 'revenues to"W!3tate for 
much needed highway purposes. 


Under the present law the state 


gets 25 per cent of highway funds for 
naintenance, but the entire balance 
is pledged for payment of the out- 
standing bonds, and the state can- 
not use a dollar of it. Under Ihc new 
law the state will get the following 
out of the liighway funds: $3,075,- 
000 for maintenance; $2,500,000 for new 
construction; $750,000 for aid to road 
districts, bridge districts, and cities 
and towns—a tolal of 56,325,000 a year. 
In addilion lo Ihese amounts, when- 
ever the highway funds exceed $13,- 
500,000 in any fiscal year, the state 
is given the entire excess for high- 
way purposes. 


A record vole on February 
15th 


favoring these two proposals will un- 
questionably make our bonds more 
attractive to the investing public 
throughout the country, as well as 
make it possible lu secure a lower in- 
terest rate.

Farm families in Hempstead coun- 


ty who have been unable to secure 
financing of their 1941 crop still have 
time to file an application for a re- 
habilitation loan with the Farm Se- 
curity Administration, W. M. Sparks, 
FSA supervisor, said Tuesday. 


"State officials have notified us that 


we will have sufficient funds to make 
loans to all worthy farm families who 
are eligible to make loans with the 
Farm 
Security 
Administration," he 


said. "Families who plan to request 
loans should file their applications 
now so that preliminary work, such 
as farm and home plans, can be fin- 
ished and the loan approved in time 
fur tile spring plowing to begin." 


Mr. Sparks said that Saturday morn- 


ing is ofice day, and that his staff 
will be available to discuss loan ap- 
plications with families needing an 
FSA loan for the first time.

Willkie Urges 
Lease-Lend Law 


Says Britain Needs 
5 to 10 Destroyers 
a Month 


WASHINGTON -(S>\— Urging pas- 


sage of the British aid bill "with modi- 
fications," Wendell L. Willkie propos- 
ed to the senate foreign relations 
committee Tuesday that the U. S. 
should furnish Great Britain with 5 
to 10 destroyers a month. 


The 1940 Republican nominee, ap- 


pearing in the senate's big marble- 
walled 
caucus 
room where great 


crowds had gathered to hear him de- 
clared in a preparaed statement that 
Britain needs both "immediate" and 
"long term" assistance. 


As an example of "immediate aid" 


he told the committee that "if we 
are to aid Britain effectively we 
should provide her with from 5 to 
10 destroyers a month." 


"We should be able to do this 


directly and 
swiftly 
rather 
than 


rigamarole of dubious legalistic in- 
terpretation." 


"As for modification, it would be 


wise to limit aid to Britain, China 
and Greece.'1

How much do p'eople remember oi 


their early childhood impressions? 


Dr.: Harold E. Burtt experimented 


on this problem with some astonish- 
ing results. 


Dr. Burtt, a tawny muscled man in 


early middle life, is chairman of the 
psychology department at Ohio State 
University. He also coaches a fresh- 
man polo team. 


Always brimming with energy and 


ideas, always on the alert to try 
something hew, to learn 'the ins and 
outs of everything—that is Dr. Burtt. 
It Was these qualities which prompted 
his investigations of the casual im- 
presstorts of, childhood, to see how 
thoroughly 
such 
impressions 
last 


"through life, 'and how they might 
influence human learning. 


When his ;'ion, Ben, was a little 


over a year old, Dr. Brutt would sit 
beside him and read aloud passages 
from Sophocles, .in the Original Greek. 
Following a carefully planned scienti- 
fic routine', Dr. Burtt kept this up 
daily for :a- -year and a half. 


Five years-later Dr. Burtt made his 


first check .to see if the body had 
profited by hearing the Greek be- 
fore he could understand any lan- 
guage. Ben.began to study some Greek 
at the age,, of 8% years and his 
dad found that those verses which 
he had heard in infancy were learn- 
ed With a saying of 30 per cent a's 
compared. with verses he had never 
heard before/'"; 


The meaningless Greek which Ben 


had heard. in.. infancy had registered 
in the child's'irtind. Would it last per- 
manentiyt- Dr. Burtt wondered; 


To find,sput,;0ie tested Ben again at 


14, He used other verses read more 
than 10 years previously. 
: This time thte -"infancy" (3reek 
versfes were, learried with a saving 
of only 8 per cent. By the time the 
soy was 18 years old, the saving had 
practically disappeared. 


Dr. Burtfs work has shown conclus- 


ively that things children apparently 
lo not understand, or even seem not 
to hear, nevertheless do make an im- 
pf'essioh which may be detected la- 
ter. 


Most of Dr. Burtt's experiments have 


been in the field of applied psycho- 
logy. He was one of the first to deve- 
lop tests to be Used in factories to 
find the type of work for which each 
man was best adapted. He has also 
done pioneering work in applying psy- 
chology in law courts and in adver- 
tising. 


His laboratory is a maze of electric 


wires and ingenious mechanical gad- 
gets. He has at times used a traveling 
laboratory, assembled in a baby car- 
riage, with which he followed people 
down lighted streets, to measure how 
their reactions were affected by the 
various lights in the different streets. 


Wires leading from the perambula- 


tor to the people were used to get 
accurate records. The residents 
are 


still shaking their heads over this 
ingeniously devised portable labora- 
tory.

on a Mountain Jungle—The Lost Empire!

NEW YORK - Two huge tnca cit- 


ies, n buried empire rivaled in sbe 
only by the Egyptian pyramids and 
Angkor, have been dug from the rich 
jungle humus high in the windswept 
fastness of the Peruvian Sierras. 


Three megalithic caves in one ot 


them hint that it perhaps is the fabl- 
ed 'Tampu Tocco," the long-sought 
cradle of Inca civilization. 


Tills is the \yord that comes from 


the Wenner-Gren Scientific Expedit- 
ion to Hispanic America which plung- 
ed for eight months into the unex- 
plored "Green Hell" of the Amazon's 
upper roaches and the eastern slopes 
of the Andes. 


With the cooperation of the Peru- 


vian government the expedition which 
Was financed 
by the Swedish in- 


dustrialist Axel L. Wenner-Gren, set 
out last May from Puerto Maldonado 
in the Madre de Dios province of 
Peru. Dr. Paul Fejos, a Hungarian- 
born American citizen who has been 
a Rockefeller Foundation physician 
nnd a Hollywood movie director, led 
the group. 


At the end of a 250-mile, adven- 


ture-fraught boat trip up the Hio Mud- 
re dc Dios and Rio Colorado, the 
parly scaled the Andes and arrived at 
the famed Macchu Picchu Inca ruins 
near Cuzco. 


Hisloriuns have long known that 


sometime in the first centuries A. D. 
the Incus, then living in the low- 
lands, were badly beaten by hostile 
tribes and 
fled 
to the impregnable 


heigh Is of the Sierras. There they 
built a system of huge city-fortress- 
es, inter-connected by miles of roads. 
Here they prepared for centuries to 
avenge their defeat. 


Then, sometime around 1000 AD, led 


by three brothers, they started from 
a place called "Tampu Tocco"—the 
place of the windows, or caves—for the 
great Incaic conquest. For 500 years, 
until Ihe conquisladores shattered it. 
their civilization flourished from Boli- 
via to Ecuador. Then they returned 
to their hidden mountain 
fortresses. 


Macchu Picchu, unearthed in 1912, 


was the most important of these fort- 
ress-city ruins known when Di\ Fejos 
and his band of archaeologists, eth- 
nologists, and geologists arrived there 
early last November. 


They Follow an Ancient 


K«ail 


Then, in one of those history-mak- 


ing episodes that are half skill and 
half luck, the Wenner-Gren expedit- 
ion discovered, on November 20, an 
ancient paved road leading from the 
Macchu Picchu region. It led. after 
diligent searching, over the Macchu 
Picchu ridge, past several buried Inca 
buildings, to two nncient cities, heav- 
ily overgrown with bushy vegetation, 
moss, and occasional trees. 


The Indian porters gave the cities 


Quu 
names; the 
first, 


PUUYU PATA MARKA, "THE CITY ABOVE THE CLOUDS." This large fortress-city, a maze of 
towers and houses, interconnected with terraces and stairways that rise precipitously up the moun-

officially named the group of ruin 
complexes after his sponsor, called 
them the Wenner-Gren Ruins. 


Phuyu Pain Marka, of which 14.- 


000 sq. 
yards, have so far 
been 


cleared goes precipitously up a moun- 
tain to a small fort, 12,000 feet up. 
The eily, which is remarkably well 
preserved, has four distinct groupings. 
Upper-most is a large, solid gran- 
ite stairways run into the four parts 
of the city. The four groups of houses 
and lowers are connected by a maze 


of 
stairways, streets, and terraces, 


swinging into the valley. The houses 
ore well intact, but have not yet 
been cleared inside. 


Three Caves In the Valley 


In the valley are five baths, fed by 


an intricate maze of water channels, 
and a large plaza. A highway which 
bisects the city crosses 
the water 


channels by a monolith bridge. 


In the lower part of the city, un- 


der heavy fore.sl growth, three cave- 
like structures were found. They had 
been built by digging under huge 
granite boulders which had 
fallen 


into the valley. Masonry walls sup- 
port three sides. The fourth is open. 
Was this the "Tampu Tocco"? 


Sayaq Marka, built on an inacces- 


sible promontory 12,000 feet up, is 
wedged into 3 3600-squarc-yard area 
which clings to the mountain side. 


Key to a Huge Empire 


Topped by a watch tower, the city 


is split into three parts—with baths, 
houses, plazas, terraces, temples, stair 
ways, and water channels similar to 
those at Phuyu Pala Marka. 


These. Dr. Fejos thinks, are just 


lhe beginning. 


"There is not the slightest doubt 


in (my) mind," h 
Gren, "that the 
leras eastward from Macchu Picchu to- 
wards the slopes of the montana, pro- 
bably extending as far as Madre de 
DioB, holds an enormous empire of 
the megalhhic races lhat are today 
called the Incas."

Corn Varieties 
Test Results 
Made Public 


No Definite 
Recommendation, 
in View of One- 
Year Test 


The results of the corn vnrlely tests, 


including 101 hybrids nncl openpotli- 
nntccl varieties, which were conducted 
by the University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture in 1940, are now 
available at the office of the county 
agent. 


The County Agent, Oliver L. Adams, 


said 
that definite recommendations 


regarding any single hybrid arc not 
being made by the college in view of 
the fact that most of the hybrids have 
been under test for only one year. 
However, the performance of the hy- 
brids, and the varieties, in several sec- 
tions of the state last year has been 
^implied, and 
this information is 


readily available to all Hempstead 
county farmers interested in hybrid 
corns. 


The College of Agriculture began 


testing Corn Belt hybrids as early as 
1931, 
but the results, in comparison 


with adapted open-pollinated varieties, 
were unfavorable, and 
when they 


again were unfavorable in 1932 the 
hybrids were dropped from the test- 
ing program of the college's depart- 
ment of agronomy. They were includ- 
ed again in the testing program in 
1338, but their performance was not 
consistent enough to recommend them 
over established varieties. 


It was not until 1939 that some of 


the hybrids included in the testing 
program outyielded the varieties to 
an extent that they would return n 
profit over the varieties in excess of 
the higher cost of hybrid seed. Again 
in 1940 results of the tests showed 
that in some localities certain hybrids 
would return a profit over the va- 
rieties in excess of the higher cost of 
hybrid seed . 


Despite the favorable performance 


of some corn belt hybrids in Arkan- 
sas in recent years, the matter of hy- 
brids in Arkansas cannot be answered 
until hybrid corn has been developed 
for Arkansas conditions, the college's 
department of agronomy said.

1920's, but in the destructive drouths 
of 1930, 1934, and 1936, most of the 
material was lost. A greatly expanded 
program to develop hybrids is now 
underway at the College of Agricul- 
ture, but much work remains to be 
done before an Arkansas hybrid de- 
veloped for Arkansas conditions can 
be released by the College of Agri- 
culture because there are many fac- 
tors that can complicate such a pro- 
gram, the agronomists explain. The 
breeding program includes the devel- 
opment of both yellow and white hy- 
brids.

Nye Would Welcome Fight 


Another isolationist leader, Senator 


Gerald Nye of North Dakota, is in- 
clined to welcome a showdown fight 
over the Johnson act.

.co, the administration can hedge on 
most of the neutrality laws. There 
ire too many ways to get around 
hem—the destroyer deal, for instance. 
Jut there's no way to get around the 
Johnson act. It's too clear cut. You

"So they'll have to fight it out. I 


expect they'll go for straight-out re- 
peal, instead of for amendments of 
any kind.

While Committee Proceeds 


Cautiously 


Meanwhile, the administration group 


is not yet certain just what it does 
want. The William Allen White com- 
mittee has been cautiously sounding 
out house and senate sentiment on 
the proposition, but has not yet launch- 
ed a regular campaign. 


It may be significant that one of 


the committee's mast recent publica- 
tions—n pamphlet entitled "Battle of 
America," by Livingston Hartley—sug- 
gests revision of the Neutrality net 
so as to allow both British purchas- 
es on o credit basis and transporta- 
tion to Britain of the purchased goods 
in American vessels. It adds:- "We 
mny have to become n non-belligerent 
instead of a neutral. We may have 
to do things unlhought of now to 
help Britain win."

ing the Johnson act, congress simply

debt to this country—which would 
automatically restore British eligibility 
to government loans, although the 
Neutrality act itself, unless amended, 
would still prohibit the sale of Bri- 
tish bonds in America or any loans or 
extension of credit by private citizens.
